HON. JOHN M. REYNOLDS. 


John M Rpynr 1 "s was born in Lin 


caster county 
After attending the 


publ'c schools ha entered the First 
Pennsylvania. State Njrmil school at 
Millersville, from which he graduated, 
subsequently receiving the degree of 
A M from Columbia uriversity. He 
began his career in Bedford as prirci- 
pal of the public schocls, azd as an in- 
atmetor ai tca-hers ia the normal 
school, then the leading educational 
institution in the county. 


H3 was admitted to the Bedford Bar 


on February 15, 1870, and subsequent- 
ly to practice in the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania and of the United States. 
In 1872 he became one of the proprie- 
tors of TIIK BEDIOIVD GAZE-TIE, which 
he edited till August 1, 1880, when he 
disposed of his interest to give his ex 
elusive time to his law practice 


He represented the district of Bed- 


ford and Fulton counties in the st^te 
legislature during the sessions of 1873- 
1874 as the voungest member of that 
body. In the fall of 1875 he was elect- 
ed district attorney of Bedford county. 
Ia 1881 be was the choice of his party 
in Bedford county for presidaut judge 
in the Bedford-Somerset district, but 
withdrew in favor of Hon. W. J Bier, 
of S-merset, who was elected. lo 1882 
he was a candidate in the Bedford- 
Fulton Srmerset district for state een- 
atcr and in 1891 in the Bedford-Somer- 
set district for president judge, but 
was defeated in each campaign 
In 


1892 
he was appointed by Governor 


P&ttison one of tbe five commissioners 
to select a si'e and build an asylum 
fcr the chronic insane of the state. 


Mr. Reynolds was originally a Demo- 


crat, acting with h!s party up to 1895, 
when he voted its ticket the last time. 
He was chairman and secretary of its 
courty committee for many years, 
directing and controlling the party 
management and rp°akiDg ia many 
ctmpaigns. 
He was the delegate to 


many of its state conventions and to 
tbe national convention at St. Lcuis in 


1888, and to that at Chic»(ro in 1S'.)2, 
which nominated Mr. Cleveland. In 
1901 
he was Bedford county's candi 


date on the Republican ticket for the 
coogrfssional nomination, butthenom- 
ination went to Alvin Evans, of Cam- 
briacounty. 
For scma vra-B be wa* 


chairman of the Republican county 
committee. At tbe Republican prima- 
ries in the spring of the present year, 
in the counties of Bedford, Blair and 
Cambria, he received the endorsement 
for congress in the 19lh district, and 
on November 8 was elected by a ma- 
j irity of 4,098. 


In 1893 Mr. Reynolds was appointed 


by President Cleveland fourth assist- 
ant secretary of the interior, WBS duly 
confirmed by the Eenate and entered 
upon the duties of the office on April 
15,1893, serving until June 1, 1897. 


Besides the time devoted to bis pro- 


fession and to politics, Mr. Reynolds 
has been able to give attention to bus- 
iness matters, as represented by his 
bnrk'ng interests ia the firm of Hsrt- 
ey & Company, of which he is the 
senior member. 
He is the local solici- 


tor of the Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany, the Saxton Furnace company 
and vice president and director and & 
large stockholder in, and solicitor for, 
'he Colonial Iron company, at Riddles- 
burg. He is a director of the Bedford 
and Hollidaysburg Bailrcsd company 
and was its first president 
Mr Reyn- 


olds has served six years as president 
rf the local school beard 
He is a 


m'mber 
of St 
James' 
Episcopal 


church, with which ho bos been identi' 
fied for mire than twenty years, serv- 
ing durirg the greater p^rt of this 
period as vestryman and warden, and 
for sometime as superintendent of the 
Sunday school. He is a Royal Arch 
Mason and a member of tho Altoona
